During review of Counterintelligence Program 
(COINTELPRO) files necessitated by Freedom of Information 
Act (FOIA) request at FBIHQ, the above captioned file came 
to the attention of the San Diego Division. This file, 
while not one of the primary COINTELPRO files, is a closely 
related file. 

Review of this file reveals that numerous serials 
contain information which, if disclosed, would be expected 
to cause damage to relations between the United States and 
a friendly foreign government. 

It is not clear whether this file is one of those 
which might become subject to public disclosure, but if this 
is the case, it should be reviewed for classification purposes. 

REQUEST OF THE BUREAU / 

The Bureau is requested to advise whether above 
captioned case is subject to public disclosure with other 
COINTELPRO files under FOIA request.
